THERE WAS BROAD CONSENSUS IN EDITORIALS OF LEADING 
OSLO PAPERS THAT THE ELECTION CAMPAIGN WAS THE CHIEF 
MOTIVE FOR THE U.S.'S ANNOUNCED INTENTION TO USE VETO. 
CONSERVATIVE AFTENPOSTEN SAID FEW WOULD DISAGREE WITH 
HANOI'S CONTENTION THAT THE ELECTION CAMPAIGN WAS THE 
CHIEF REASON FOR THE INTENTION TO USE THE VETO. THE 
PAPER WENT ON TO SAY THAT THE U.S. GOVERNMENT PROBABLY 
FELT IT HAD NO CHOICE. THAT THE UPCOMING ELECTIONS WERE 
MORE IMPORTANT THAN FOREIGN REACTIONS TO THE VETO 
ANNOUNCEMENT.
